W. E. Loe Farm 


Mr. Loe's farm is situated on the 


beautiful flat prairie that follows the 
Prescott highway into Blevins. His 
agricultural record to date has been 
made on an 80-acre plot, but in recent 
months he has purchased an adjoining 
tract of 120 acres. 


Mr. Loe told the judge he never 


bought meat or corn in all his life. 
His smokehouse was a treasure-place 
of hickory-cured 
hams and bacon 


that had the mouths of the judges 
watering for the rest of the afternoon. 


Last year in spite of a bad sseason 


he grew 1.000 bushels of corn, on 40 
a-res. He field selects his own seed. 
Peas are sown between the rows of 
corn, and for his second legume last 
year ho raised five acres of Sudan 
grass.

Justifying the Investigation 


THE recent investigation of public utilities^, propaganda, 
1 undertaken quite thoroughly by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, has not yet—fortunately—been forgotten. And if 
you're doubtful .whether the investigation did much good, 
you might consider the following excerpt from an article in 
the current Magazine of Wall Street. 


This article, to be sure, is somewhat critical of the whole 


affair. For that very reason, perhaps, it reveals the real 
worth of the commission's work. 


"The commission," it says, "after listening for a year 


to more or less deserved abuse of some of the bone-head pub- 
licity and public relations policies of the public utilities, most 
unexpectedly denied the latter the opportunity to explain the 
perfect innocuousness of the close relations between the util 
ities and various educational institutions, professors and ag- 
ricultural societies. In effect this left the utilities accused of 
doing something oblique and underhanded, without being 
allowed to present the interpretive surroundings." 


• That "perfect innocuousness" is good. But read on: 


"In general, the advocates of public ownership of the 


utilities or power companies and the friends of federal sup- 
ervision arf* as much delighted by the course of the investi- 
gation as thoy were originally opposed to having the com- 
mission conduct the investigation. Public opinion, which 
was mainly with the utilities when, the investigation began, 
is becoming somewhat inimical, and there is now little doubt 
thp.t out of tjie investigation and the march of consolidation 
.and IHdint? companies a nasty political situation is being 
crystallized, 


"It will not only look trward federal supervision of in- 
terstate power rates but will have its reprecussions jn legis- 
lative and municipal drives for lower rates and more rigid 
control." 


If that prediction is correct, the consuming public can 


put the investigation down as highly fruitful indeed.
